Put the liquor on the stove und re-
move the soum s s gathers, Now add to
the liguor two guarss of new milk and les
eome to the boil, - Proteot the kettls in such
8 way thuit the contents csnnoi scorch,
Al two tubiespoonfuls of fresh Butior,
turn in the oysters and remove the
moment their odges besin to rufile. Have
the soup ruregn warm and put in ir two
tabl fuls o! h le crucker meal
Now pour in the soup, Season 1o (nste with
suleand pepper. and sdd & tablespooniul af
lemon juice Huve the soup plates well
warmed and serve without deiay. .

uUyster soup mude nlter this reeips 1s mors
troiblosmne than with the ordinary mesh-
ods, but one should never think of_ this
when the result is a suverior soup—with the
oysters in it plump, teuder pou just done

envugh.
Boiled Fish,

Clean thes fish thoroughly aud ses that
every particle of blood is removed. Do not
let the fsh lie in water Jonuer than
necessary. Rinse it carerully and guiokly.
Dredge a piace of cheesa cioth with flour,
wrap it avout the flal, and tie with elean,
stronyz cord. Plaoe in the fsh kettle nnd cover
with eold salted water. Allow elght or ten
mnutes per pound, oF cook until the meas
sepurnies fromn the Dbones ewsily. When
tender iny on n sleve to drain, remove the
cloth and serve.
